PRESIDENT HARDING'S PROPOSAL 


TO END STRIFE IN COAL FIELD 


Washington, D. C. July 10.—In delivering his ultimatum to the 


operators and miners in conference at the White House today, Piesi-,' 
dent Harding said: 
A 


Gentlemen: 
W 


"The information has come to me that your conference is dead- 


locked or at the best attempting to |gree on plans which will require 
extended time to work out. J have said heretofore that the govern- 
ment prefers you who are parties to the dispute should settle it 
among yourselves because you best understand all the problems in- 
volved. 


"The government cannot settle it for you. It will force no man 


to employ men against the free exercise of an employer's 
right. 


The government will not be partisan, but the government is con- 
cerned with coal production sufficient to meet industrial and tran- 
poitation requirements of the country and to safe guard against fuel 
famine iwhen winter come again, and it is desired to have produc- 
tion resumed at once 


"Vom government dots desire to be helpful. 
With such 
a 


thought, therefore, I rubmit to you the following proposal: 


"Mine workers are to return on the sccale of wages which ex- 


pired last March 31 and mines now idle because of strike or sus- 
pended operations to resume activities 
without inteiferenoe 
with 


activities of mines now wo? king. 


"The scale to be effective until August 10. 
"A coal commission to be created at onse, consisting of three 


members selected by the mine workers, three members selected by 
the mine operators, and five members to be named by the President. 
Al! decisions by this commission shall be accepted as final. 


"This commission to determine, if possible, within 30 days from 


today, for the miners on strike, a temporary basic wage scale which 
shall be effective until March 1, 1923 


"In the event tha* Jthe commission is unable to report its scale 


by August 10, it shall have power to direct continued work on th«, 
1922 scale until a superseding scale is ready. 


"The commission shall investigate'exhaustively every phase ot 


the coal industry. It shall reveal every cost of pioduction and tians- 
poitation. The President will ask Congress to confer authority for 
the most thorough investigation and make appropriations necessary 
to do auch work. 
' 


"The commisison shall make recommendations looking to the es-

extended time to work out. J have said heretofore that the govern- 
ment prefers you who are parties to the dispute should settle it 
among yourselves because you best understand all the problems in- 
volved. 


"The government cannot settle it for you. It will force no man 


to employ men against the free exercise of an employer's 
right. 


The government will not be partisan, but the government is con- 
cerned with coal production sufficient to meet industrial and tran- 
poitation requirements of the country and to safe guard against fuel 
famine iwhen winter come again, and it is desired to have produc- 
tion resumed at once
